
colleagues approved a resolution 

allowing the residents to decide 

on the size of government. A 

referendum was approved in 

November 2010.  Legislator 

Dixon added that the new, 

smaller Legislature will improve 

accountability and transparency 

in County government.  

M ore than 80 percent 

of residents support 

smaller County government, 

voting to downsize  the 

Legislature from 15 to 11 

members. The reduction 

coincided with the census, and as 

a result, the district lines were 

redrawn to reflect population 

shifts and larger districts. The 

new districts take effect Jan. 1, 

2012.  

Legislator Dixon  represented 

the former 12th District which 

included, the villages of Angola, 

Farnham, Hamburg and North 

Collins, and the towns of Boston, 

Brant,  Eden, Evans, Hamburg 

(southern portion) and North 

Collins.  

With the exception of Hamburg, 

every town and village from 

District 12 has been redistricted 

into the new 11th District and 

will be represented by Legislator 

John J. Mills.  

The Town and Village of 

Hamburg join the City of 

Lackawanna, Village of Blasdell 

and a portion of South Buffalo in 

the newly formed 9th District, 

which Legislator Dixon looks 

forward to representing during 

her 2012-2013 term, having 

earned the voters support this 

past election.  

“Representing a new district is 

bittersweet. I will miss working 

directly with the many 

community leaders and residents 

from District 12 that I formed 

relationships with but also look 

forward to the opportunity to 

represent a new territory,” 

Legislator Dixon said.

Yellow Dot Program Approved 
Legislator Dixon announced 

that the Yellow Dot and Vial of 

Life programs will be available 

to Erie County residents who 

choose to participate. The 

Legislature unanimously 

approved the implementation 

of these assistance programs 

during its Nov. 3, 2011 session. 

Legislator Dixon was a 

cosponsor of the resolution, 

bringing forth the idea at the 

suggestion of a Hamburg 

constituent.  

“These are programs that a 

resident suggested I consider, 

and after researching them I 

decided they would be a great 

benefit to our region, 

especially because of our aging 

population,” Legislator Dixon 

said. “Both programs will be 

voluntary, extremely cost 

efficient and very beneficial at 

the scene of an emergency.” 

 The Yellow Dot program 

helps drivers involved in auto 

accidents by making healthcare 

information more easily 

accessible to emergency 

responders. A yellow sticker 

on the rear windshield of a car 

signifies that a folder in the 

glove compartment contains 

the driver’s photo, 

medications, allergies, contacts 

and other information. 

Similarly, Vial of Life program 

is designed to protect 

individuals in need of medical 

assistance at their homes. Vial 

of Life participants place a 

decal on their front doors, 

alerting emergency responders 

of a packet of medical 

information on the home’s 

refrigerator door. 

The Department of Senior 

Services, which will educate 

the public about these free 

programs, and create the 

decals and distribute them to 

those who wish to participate.

Legislator Dixon said. 

Budget decisions aren’t made just 

one time a year.  Legislator Dixon 

encouraged residents to remain 

involved and to contact her at any 

time to discuss how their tax 

dollars are being used.
